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San Jose Hearing Assails Proposed INS 


Changes in Appeals, Asylum Limits

SAN JOSE 一 Two weeks after 
the Senate passed its version of 
the Simpson-Mazzoli Immigra- 
tion Reform and Control bill，an 
informal hearing on the effects of 
the bill on-Hispanic and Asian 
communities，labor and refugees， 
and permanent residents and 
citizens was held here by Con- 
gressman Don 了 dwards (D-San 
Jose)， 

Before over 150 persons, panels 
presented testimony on family 
reunification，employer ,Sanc- 
tions，legalization Or ammnesty， 
and other issues that the bill 
could affect 让 enacted into law， 
Over half of the speakers reiter- 
ated arguments against the bill's 
Provisions related to these issues， 
and cited the possible racist and 
anti-labor effects of the law and 
the impracticality of enforce- 
ment as Teasons to fight the bill. 
Other speakers focused on items 
of the bill that up to now，have 
not received extensive media 
coverage，including proposed 
changes in the treatment of judi- 
cial appeals, foreign students and 
Political asylum ， 

ASYLUM 

“The Simpson-Mazzoli legisla- 
tion Proposes drastic elimination 
of the most fundamental rights of 
refugees 一 the right. to access to 
federal courts，and 让 Places an 
unreasonable 14-dqay limit on a 
refugee's right to apply for 
political asylum,，， cautioned 
Dolores Ferguson from the Most 
Holy Redeemer Central Amer- 
ican Refugee Program，a develop- 
ment of the SFE Archidqiocese 
Social Justice Committee,， 

Because of the diffieulties 
Tefugees would have in providing 
documentary “ proof; filing 
voluminous asylum forms in 
English，and in triplicate;， and 
relying on _ already overburdened 
non-profit agencies and church- 
supported groups for help， 
Ferguson denounced the effect of 
the Proposed changes as “an 
insurmountable obstacle blocking 
the ability and the right to apply 
for asylum in the USA.… 

Attorneys also pointed onut 
Provisions that would limit court 
review of INS decisions， 

“The Mazzoli Bill severely 
eurtails_ access to the courts by 
limiting the types of cases which 
may be.appealed and the time 
period in which cases may be 


appealed，noted David Berry of 
the American Immigration Law- 
yers Association , 

Berry listed several examPples of 
limitations，including the fol- 
lowing:; 

JUDICIAL 

e 匡 limination of judicial re- 
view of orders of exclusion for 
persons applying for admission at 
US borders or airports; 

e 卫 limination of judicial re- 
view of adverse administrative 
decisions such as motions to 
Teopen oOT Teconsider requests; 

eReduction of the appeal 
period to US FEederal Courts 
from six months to 30 days. 

According to attorney Wil- 
liam Tamayo，with the Asian 
Law Catucus，an even more 
fundamental due process issue 
lies in the structure of the review 
Process， 

Under the bill,，the Depart- 
ment of Justice，through INS 
agents and administrative law 
judges，would have the power to 
exclude an alien at the border， 
decide a political asylum request， 
hear arguments against depor- 
tability，and also decide appeals 
about deportation ， 

Speaking out against the sys- 
tem in which all the adjudicators 
come from the Department of 
Justice，which has been given the 
enforcement responsibility of the 
law，Tamayo characterized it as 
an instance of “asking the fox to 
guard the_ chickens,” 

“The Simpson-Mazzoli bill 
makes a mockery of due process 
and of .the .need to have each 
case where rights are involved 
decided by an independent，im- 
partial bersom OF body,”he de: 
clared， 

Cong， 下 dqwards asked the 
panel 让 this 一 having the 
Department of Justice responsible 
not only for prosecution，but also 
adjudication，of a case 一 Was 
not a violation of the Consti- 
tutional Principle of separation of 
powers， Tamayo responded that 
this is precisely what exists under 
the current law，but that one can 
now appeal the decisions to an 
independent court， Under the 
bill，however， “we would lose a 
lot of appeal rights,”he pointed 
Out, 

STUDENTS 

According to_ Terry Helbush， 
a member of the National Immi- 
gration Project of the National 
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Lawyers Guild, the bill could 
also affect the rights of legal 
permanent residents and even 
Citizens， 

Under a 1952 law，Ppersons 
“standing at the door seeking 
entry”have a right to a hearing 
让 the INS seeks to exclude them 
from. entering，(This includes 
persons who may have left the 
US to visit abroad, and who mnow 
Seek re-entry.,) 

Under the 了 bill， Si would 
abolish these excelusion hear- 
ings,“those Presenting themselves 
without documents，even though 
permanent residents or US citi- 
zens，WwWill not have any Way to 
present their claims,， Helbush 
pointed out，adding that they 
would have to be taken into 
custody before they could begin 
other proceedings which could 
result in their legal return to the 
Country， 

Without hearings through 
which to review an officers con- 
duct，the border agent or immi- 
gration officials has“virtually 
unlimited _ authority to interpret 
and administer the law,” 
Helbush warned， 

The proposed legislation would 
require all foreign students to 
return to their homelands for at 
least two years before they could 
apply to adjust their status to 
permanent residency，Currently， 
students can apply for adjust- 
ment while still present in the 
COUntry， 

COMMITTEE 

An administrator at San Jose 
State University，Lela Noble， 
expressed the school's dismay 
and concern over “the institution 
of the (two-year residency) Te- 
quiremenat which “would “be 
applied - universally， without 
regard for the specific situation 
to which a _ student might be 
returning，and without regard 
for either a student's need for 
additional professional experience 
and/or training，or (the .country'S) 
need for Specialized exper- 
tise,” 


Representatives from offices of 


Congressmen Dellums， Lantos， 
MecCloskey -and Mineta，and 
State Assemblyman  Vascon- 
cellos also attended the hearing. 
Edwards and the others pledged 
to take the information back to 
Washington，and to continue to 
work to defeat the bill in the 
House. 也 dqwards reported taht 
the House Judiciary Committee 
begins its deliberation over the 
Simpson-Mazzoli on Sept. 14，
